New Food Boss Promises 
American Civilians Fair 
Share, Not Just Leftovers 


CHUNGKING, July 17--A Chi­ 
nese communique said today that 
China's troops stormed the su­ 
b urb s of Kweilin, former site of the 
great American airb ase lost to the 
■ Japanese last Novemb er, and ad- 
I vancing columns have pushed 20 
miles to the north cutting off the 
enemy*

province. 
The communique also announced 
that Tinpak, on the Kwangtung 
coast 150 miles west of Hongkong, 
had b een retaken. 
The Chinese forces have recap­ 
tured Tunching. in the southwest­ 
ern most corner of Kwangtung 
province approximately 290 miles 
southwest of Kweilin, and crossed 
the b order into French Indo-China 
to occupy Moncay. 
On July 15 two enemy held 
points 20 mile* north of Kweilin 
were recaptured. Chinese troops 
pushing up the Hunan-Kwaingsi 
railroad reached a point IO miles 
southwest of Yungfu, which is 32 
miles southwest Kweilin.

1,000 feet long and with top speed 
of 90 miles an hou r.

Ray load wou ld b e im­ 
mense and profitab le for, remem­ 
b er, the gas gets the ship Into the 
air and the motive power only 
moves it throu gh an element where 
it b elongs.” 
The safety story is good, right 
from starting line 
Goodyear-b u ilt 
non-r gid airships, inflated with he­ 
liu m, carried 400,000 passenger# 
and flew nearly five million miles 
withou t inju ring a single one. 
"In the whole history of com­

THRONE AGAIN, AFTER WAR'S END?

AKRON, O —The gas bag never 
q u it It only waited for the world 
to get air-minded enough to give 
it a real break. 
And now the large, rigid air­ 
ship, raised and held a l o f t by 
helium and powered by modern 
motors, is being groomed for im­ 
portant Jobs in post-war trans­ 
oceanic commerce. 
Goodyear Aircraft people here 
continue to do a big Job on air- 
p l a n e production — the heavier- 
than-air craft. They like to talk 
plane stresses and speeds and dur­ 
ability. 
They will pass th* time 
of day with talk about missing 
steaks and cigarets. But their real 
babe Is the rigid airship — the 
dirigible or modernized Zeppelin., 
They call her seriously and even 
w i t h reverence, “Queen of the 
Skies." 
Air Travel Is Old 
Men traveled briefly by air—and 
wherever tile wind t o o k t h e i r ! 
globe-like balloons — before th e 
United States got a Constitution. 
It has taken a long time to come 
through to the whale-shaped aerial 
freighter or passenger ship, nearly 
1,000 feet long and with top speed 
of 90 miles an hour. 
That is the post-war Job which 
is 
v long past design and engl- \ 


neering details. Today s hobby for I 
Goodyearites is to figure sales an­ 
gles on the big and expansive ship 
—show steamship people and fly­ 
ing-boat operators and others that 
they need the gas bag, too. 
In speed the airship places about 
midway between aurface shipping 
and the winged, beavier-than-air 
transports. 
Ditto, for operating 
cost. 
Styles have been changing for 
the better, and in materials and 
motors more than overall appear­ 
ance. Chief engineer fox bettered 
airships is Dr. Karl Amstein, vice 
president of Goodyear A ircraft 
Originally With Zeppelin 
He came to the local organiza­ 
tion 21 years ago from IO years as 
chief engineer of the German Zep- j 
pelln organization. Down through 
the years he has been principal 
designer of around 90 military and 
commercial aircraft. 
The two fields, heavler-than-air J 
planes and llghter-than-alr "bags,” , 
trade ideas back and forth. There 
is not the feeling about the two 
types of flight that existed be­ 
tween the steam men and the sa il-« 
lng men, when sea travel was be­ 
ing revamped. 
Jet propulsion, for instance, Is 
carefully checked as a possibility 
for powering airshlpa. Diesel en­ 
gines and gaa turbines vre among 
the possibilities, too. 
"But in charting what the future 
airship can offer in safety, speed, 
and economy of operation," says 
Harold A. Polonus, "we base th* 
figures on a ship powered by six 
conventional air-cooled radial type 
airplane engines of 1,050 h. p. each. 
"Cruising speed for the s h i p 
we’ve planned would be 75 miles 
an hour. Pay load would be im­ 
mense and profitable for, remem­ 
ber, the gas gets the ship into the 
air and the motive power only 
moves it through an element where 
it belongs" 
The safety story Is good, right 
from starting line Goodyear-bullt 
non-r gid airt>hip», inflated with he­ 
lium, earned 400,000 paasengers 
and flew nearly five million miles 
without injuring a single one. 
"In the whole history of com­ 
mercial airship operations.” Good­ 
year men reminded a v i a t i o n 
writers at a Chicago meeting the

Ten million cubic feet of helium 
in 17 separate cells with lift and 
hold aloft the type of carrier Good­ 
year plans for post-war sales 


In the previous use of helium in 
large quantities, a special type 
railroad car has been used to brins 
the gas to mooring points. Eleven 
United States b a s e s a r e now 
equipped to handle and service 
rigid airships. Of pilots, naviga­ 
tors, meteorologists and mechanics 
for an airship fleet there will be, 
after the war. a vast, well-trained 
number. 
“Such crews will take over an 
airship 950 feet long and 142 feet 
in diameter," says Amstein. 
"Normal operating personnel for j 
a ship of that size handling freight 
would be 40 persons. On passenger 
craft of that size the airship line 
would probably add 20 to 25 of 
service personnel. 
"The structure of the ship will 
be made of riveted aluminum alloy 
girders. 
A doped fabric outside 
cover is stretched over this frame." j 
Fifteen years of experience with 
aluminum girders and itruts and 
sheets have been all to tha good. I 
There's now half again as much 
strength in an "open work” alumi­ 
num alloy girder as In the mem­ 
bers that were formerly developed 
for airship structures. 
The big ship can carry a "pay­ 
load” of 85,000 pounds at low' rates 
and fair profit for a 6,000-mile 
flight, the n e w e s t cost figures 
•how. For a 3,000-mile trip a 165,- 
000-pound cargo "pays off” com­ 
mercially. 
"Airships hold the aces In that 
kind of game," they say in Akron. I

vomitin g. Then , afte r the in fection 
con tin ues for a lon g: tim e or be­ 
comes chron ic, the sym ptom s be­ 
come less severe but still may be 
d isablin g. On e of the in fection s 
which may act in this way is un ­ 
d ulan t fever or brucellosis. This 
d isord er is caused by a germ 
kn own as the Brucella abortus. 
The symptoms of chron ic bru­ 
cellosis, accord in g to Doctor Erie 
L ehr of E ast St. Louis, are much 
like th a t o f tuberculosis. There are 
slight fever which may persist for 
weeks or m on ths, weakn ess, tired ­ 
n ess, loss of w eight an d , often , in ­ 
flam m ation of the join ts of the 
spin e. Lymph glan d s also may be­ 
come en larged an d ten d er. 


Hard to Diagn ose 
The con d ition is n ot always an 
easy on e to d iagn ose. However, 
there are various laboratory tests 
which are used th a t may be o f 
help. For example, there is a skin 
te st which is mad e by in jectin g 
killed Brucella abortus germ s in to 
the upper layer of the skin . If the 
test is positive, a red swellin g 
occurs at the poin t of the in jection . 
A positive test mean s th a t an in ­ 
fection has been presen t, but may 


have been cleared up. In other 
word s, the skin test may be posi­ 
tive, even though n o symptoms of 
brucellosis are presen t. 
The most accurate test is to fin d 
the germ s of the d isease in the 
blood . However, in the chron ic 
cases, such a positive blood culture 
often can n ot be obtain ed . The mere 
fact th a t these tests are n egative 
d oes n ot mean th a t the patien t ia 
n ot sufferin g from brucellosis. 
In fected Milk 
Brucellosis is con tracted for the 
most p a rt by the d rin kin g of milk 
from in fected an im als, which has 
n ot been pasteurized . So, in other 
word s, gettin g rid of the d isease 
in an im als will keep it from beirry 
con tracted by hum an bein gs. Doc­ 
tor Lehr recommen d s th a t all an i­ 
mals be tested for the presen ce of 
brucellosis. If they are foun d to 
have the d isease they should be 
slaughtered . Of course, m eat cut­ 
ters an d packin g house employees 
who will come in con tact w ith in ­ 
fected an im als m ust be tau g h t how 
to han d le them properly. 
The n ext im portan t step is to en ­ 
force the proper pasteurization o f 
milk. W hen milk is treated in this 
way, the germ s which prod uce b ru­ 
cellosis 
are d estroyed . 
Because 
chron ic brucellosis is becomin g 
more common an d can result in so 
much d isability it it im portan t 
th a t these m easures be established .

For example, there is a skin 
test which is made by injecting 
killed Brucella abortus germs into 
the upper layer of the skin. If the 
test is positive, a red swelling 
occurs at the point of the injection. 
A positive test means that an in­ 
fection has been present, but may 


from infected animals, which has 
not been pasteurized. So, in other 
words, getting rid of the disease 
in animals will keep it from bein,* 
contracted by human beings. Doc­ 
tor Lehr recommends that ell ani­ 
mals be tested for the presence of 
brucellosis. If they ere found to 
have the disease they should be 
slaughtered. Of course, meat cut­ 
ters and packing house employees 
who will come in contact with in­ 
fected animals must be taught how 
to handle them properly. 
The next important step is to en­ 
force the proper pasteurization of 
milk. When milk is treated in this 
way, the germs which produce bru­ 
cellosis are destroyed. Because 
chronic brucellosis is becoming 
more common and can result in so 
much disability it is important 
that these measures be established.

+ WASHINGTON—Supporters of ail-out air power as a means of 
crippling the enemy * fighting ability are certain that they can 
knock Japan out of the war in the next few month* and force the 
empire to sue for peace. 
However, more conservative officers are certain that Japan’s 
homeland will have 
to be invaded, and that the Nips will be defeated 
only after their armies are crushed completely. 
The next four months should tell the story, or 
at least give some idea of what may be espected. 
Officers who are directing the aerial bitts be­ 
lieve Japan » war industries can be knocked out 
by wiping out less than 60 cities. Considering 
that Tokyo was reduced to rubble in a few raids, 
thia shouldn’t take too long. 
Actually, no one knows the answer to the big 
question: when will the war end in the Pacific? 
However, the fact remains that in a few month* 
proportionately more damage has been done In 
Japan than was accomplished in years in Ger­ 
many by the RAF and the United States Army 
air force. 
Should the Japanese choose to tight on. they 
ire certain to become cave dwellers, living a 
primitive life, because their cities will be gone. 
# PRESIDENT TRUMAN is an impatient man when it comes to 
putting the government's house in order. 
It was a common joke after he assumed o»< e that ‘coffee hours" 
—tho#* ll a. m tete-a-tetes—in government buildings would be 
Interrupted by the president s personal presence. 
But it Is no joke that Mr. Truman is weeding out a lot of dead­ 
wood personnel and making bureau heads economize on the use of

The president is In earnest about consolidating agencies and mak­ 
ing them perform their maximum usefulness in the government.

It would leave management and unions free to 
negotiate wage boosts above the little steel ceiling as long as they 
do not form the basis for a rise in prices. 
Union chiefs contend that wage adjustments ire imperative to 
offset cutbacks and loss of overtime pay. They found support for 
this argument In Fred Vinson’s recent reconversion report. 


• THE HEAT REMAINS ON OPA on Capitol Hill—and a friendly 
letter Chester Bowles wrote legislators didn’t cool It perceptibly. 
Bowles wrote that OPA wants to cooperate with Congress—which 
brought derision privately from senators who have 
been charging for months that the agency “pays no 
attention to Congress" but “makes its own laws." 
He wrote also of his reconversion plans. That, 
brought a charge from Senate Food Investigating 
Committee Chairman Elmer Thomas (D) of Okla­ 
homa. that OPA must be planning to make itself a permanent body. 
Tenacious Senator Morse (R) of Oregon, wants a special commit­ 
tee set up to look over OPA * shoulder permanently and continu­ 
ously. Morse charges that the agency “reeks with incompetence," 
and wants a permanent group to Investigate OPA policies. 
AH In all, congressional tempers seem to indicate that OPA* 
troubles on Capitol Hill were not ended by passage of the price con­ 
trol exteoalos tau.
